Social  Conditions. 

The  major  portion  of  the  male  population  of  the  district  is 
engaged  in  coal  mining.  Employment  is  also  provided  by 
Brickworks,  Quarry  Undertakings,  a large  Mental  Hospital, 
duties  connected  with  Road  and  Rail  transport,  and  in  the 
various  factories  at  the  Trading  Estate,  Waterton.  The  build- 
ing programme  of  your  Council  and  that  of  the  Bridgend  Urban 
District  Council  also  provided  further  opportunity  for  employ- 
ment. Particularly  as  this  been  marked  in  the  Cornell}- 
district  where  extensive  sewering  works  and  house  building 
has  taken  place.  This  latter  develoi)ment  is  in  order  to  cope 
with  the  influx  of  new  workers  at  the  Abbey  Steel  Works, 
Port  Talbot. 


Employment  for  the  female  population  is  mainly  found  in 
the  Trading  Estate,  Waterton,  the  activities  of  the  town  of 
Bridgend  and  in  duties  at  the  large  Mental  Hospital  in  your 
area  and  the  General  Hospital,  Bridgend.  During  the  summer 
months,  added  opportunity  for  employment  exists  at  the  nearby 

seaside  resort  of  Porthcawl. 


There  is,  therefore,  ample  work  for  all  the  available  male 
and  female  labour  in  your  district. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 


1. — Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  hacteridlogical  examinations  were  carried  out  free  of 
charge  at  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  lyaboratory,  The 
I’arade,  Cardiff. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory 
undertook  at  fixed  charges,  the  chemical  examination  of  Water, 
vSewage  Effluent,  Ice-Cream,  etc.

2.  — Ambulance  Facilities. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  the  district  are  provided  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Ambulance  Station  for  your 
area  is  established  at  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  and  from  this 
Ambulance  Station  the  Sub-Stations  at  Kenfig  Hill  and 
I’encoed  are  controlled.  The  County  Council  provide  an 
adequate  number  of  ambulances  for  the  district,  and  the 
service  is  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory.  Tel.  No.  Aber- 
kcnlig  303. 

3.  — National  Health  Service  Act. 

The  duties  required  of  the  County  Council  under  this  part 
of  the  Act  are  carried  out  in  your  area  through  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  141), 
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which  is  under  the  control  of  Dr.  Kathleen  Davies,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer.  It  is  through  this  office  that  jirovision  is  made 
for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service,  Home  Nursing 
Service,  Home  Helji  Service,  School  Medical  Service  and  the 
Health  Visiting  Service. 


4.  — Mental  Health  Service. 

I he  Mental  Health  Service  is  under  the  administrative 
contiol  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Advice  regarding  the 
Iirocedure  for  admission  to  hospital  for  treatment  and  the  re- 
moval of  mental  jiatients  is  undertaken  for  vour  district  by  their 
duly  authorised  officer,  Mr.  D.  L.  Lewis,  14,  Carlos  Road,  Port 
Talbot  (Tel.  No.  Port  Talbot  555). 

5.  — General  Practitioner  Service. 

The  General  Practitioner  Service  in  the  Penybont  Rural 
District  is  organised  through  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative County.  The  address  of  the  Executive  Council  for 
the  area  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Glamorgan  is, 
Glamorgan  Executive  Council,  47,  Park  Place,  Cardiff. 

6.  — Hospital  Service. 

Hospital  facilities  for  the  Rural  area  are  provided  through 
the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Management  Committee,  8,  Wind 
Street,  Neath  (Tel.  No.  Neath  2251). 

General  medical  and  surgical  facilities  are  obtained  mainly 
in  the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  and  the  Bridgend  and  District 
Cottage  Hospital,  although  a number  of  residents  in  the  Pyle 
area  obtain  these  facilities  at  the  Port  Talbot  General  Hospital, 
and  some  from  the  Northern  i)ortion  of  your  area  take  advantage 
of  the  facilities  at  the  Maesteg  General  Hospital. 

The  treatment  of  Infectious  Fevers  is  carried  out  at  the  Cefn 
Hirgoed  Lsolation  Hospital,  Cefn  Hirgoed. 

In  recent  years,  as  a result  of  the  diminution  of  the 
number  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  your  district,  man\- 
of  the  beds  at  tlic  Isolation  Hospital  have  remained  empty. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  sufficient  beds  for  'I'ubcr- 
culosis  cases  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area,  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  have  utilised  54  beds  in  the  Cefn 
Hirgoed  Isolation  H()si)ital  for  the  treatment  of  male  and 
female  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

The  burial  of  two  i)ersons  who  died  in  this  area  was 
carried  out  by  you  as  no  suitable  arrangements  were  being 
made  for  the  di,sposal  of  the  body.  'Phese  burials  cost  the 
Council  £31  3s.  6d. 

Burial  of  three  other  persons  in  the  local  .Mental 
Hospital  Avas  undertaken  by  your  Council,  and  in  one  of  these 
cases  the  burial  fee  was  recovered. 

The  standard  charge  of  burial  at  the  local  Mental 
Hosital  is  £5.  The  total  amount  of  money  e.xi)ended  by  the 
Council  under  this  Section  was  £41  3s.  6d. 

9.  — Care  of  the  Aged. 

During  the  year  my  services  were  sought  by  several 
General  Practitioners,  the  National  Assistance  Hoard  and 
the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  to  investigate  the  home  con- 
ditions, etc.,  of  elderly  patients  who  were  in  need  of  hospital 
accommodation.  In  spite  of  the  closest  co-operation  and 
every  possible  assistance  from  the  Bridgend  General 
Hospital,  one  does  feel  that  more  beds  should  be  made  avail- 
able to  these  aged  persons  who,  when  taken  ill,  may  require 
treatment  for  a long  period.  Many  of  these  ])ersons  re- 
cover sufficiently  enough  after  hospital  treatment  to  enable 
them  to  be  transferred  to  one  of  the  Aged  Persons  Homes 
controlled  b}^  the  Social  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  important  that  such 
transfers  should  be  arranged,  wherever  possible,  thereby 
releasing  more  beds  for  other  aged  ])er.sons  awaiting  treat- 
ment. 

10.  — National  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

During  the  year  under  review  my  advice  and  assistance 
was  sought  by  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  National  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children — -Mr.  H.  James,  24.  Low- 
bridge  Road,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  292).  in  connection 
with  “jiroblem  families”  where  there  was  a po.ssible  risk  of  the 
children  being  ex])Osed  to  danger  on  account  of  overcrowding 
and  unsuitable  housing  conditions. 
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In  matters  coiiiiected  with  the  prevention  of  crue%  to 
children,  I have  received  the  closest  co-operation  from  the 
vSociety’s  Inspector.  . 

11. — Ministry  of  National  Insurance. 

'I'he  main  office  of  this  De])artment  is  situate  at  the 
'I'rading  Instate,  Waterton,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  90).  For 
the  convenience  of  the  public,  however,  there  is  a sub-office 
at  Caroline  Street,  Bridgend.  (Tel.  No.  16). 

Cases  in  receipt  of  benefit  referred  by  this  Department 
to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  are  examined  by  their  Divi- 
sional Medical  Officer  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Old  Cottage 
Hospital,  Bridgend. 

Medical  Boards  for  the  examination  of  claimants  to  dis- 
ablement benefits  are  held  each  Wednesday  in  the  Clinic, 
Glanogwr,  Bridgend. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  .supplies  the  water  con- 
sumed in  your  district. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  70  samples  of  raw 
water  and  treated  water  were  submitted  ■ to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff.  Reports  on  treated  water  were  uniformh' 
satisfactory.  In  addition,  daily  tests  for  free  chlorine  were 
taken  at  all  Treatment  Plants,  which  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily. 

Chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  water  from  the  14  sources, 
combination  of  which  supply  the  Penybont  Rural  district  dis- 
closed the  same  results  for  treated  water  as  for  jirevious  years — 
a soft  water  from  the  Upland  sources,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
Schwyll  source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  bye-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in 
one  source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action  soda 
ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  onlv  a few 
projierties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District. 


During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply.

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Dlynfi,  Ogmore  and 
Ewenny  rivers. 

Before  entering  your  district,  the  River  Ogmore  receives  the 
colliery  washings  of  the  Ogmore  Valley  and  a large  tributary 
which  drains  the  Garw  Valley.  This  river  also  receives  sew- 
age effluent  from  the  Ogmore  and  Oarw  Urban  District  Council’s 
vSewage  Farm  at  Brynmenyn. 


The  Elvnfi  river  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  receives 
colliery  washings  from  pits  in  that  area.  It  also  receives  sew- 
age effluent  from  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  and  sewage 
effluent  from  your  Council’s  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  The 
Llynfi  joins  the  Ogmore  at  Aberkenfig,  passes  through  the  town 
of  Bridgend,  again  enters  your  district,  is  joined  by  the  Kwenny 
at  Merthyrmawr,  and  discharges  into  the  Bristol  Channel  at 
Ogmore-by-Sea. 

The  Ewenny  river  drains  the  Eastern  portion  of  yoiir 
district.  Prior  to  entering  your  district,  this  river  receives  the 
colliery  wa.shings  from  Ulanharan  and,  later,  within  your 
district,  washings  from  the  Werntarw  Colliery  and  also  sewage 
effluent  from  yo\ir  Council’s  works  at  Pencoed. 


In  view  of  the  industrial  nature  of  your  district,  these  rivers 
must  of  nece.ssity  carrj^  water  which  is  blackish  in  colour  and 
containing  a fair  amount  of  industrial  wa.ste. 

The  Council  during  the  year  has  shown  great  interest  in  the 
I>revention  of  river  pollution,  and  are  comscious  of  the  magni- 
tude of  this  jiroblem.  They  realise  that  the  ])revention  of 
river  i^ollution  in  this  district  cannot  be  solved  without  restric- 
tions that  would  unduly  hamper  industrial  production. 
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3.  — Wells  and  Springs.

(11)  Waunwen — Well  (1  house). 

(12)  Derwen  Goppa  (4  houses).

The  reconstruction  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewer  is 
still  in  progress.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  two  Mental  Hospitals 
or  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  the  Isolation  Hospital  or  Govern- 
ment owned  premises  erected  during  the  war. 

For  many  years,  your  Council  and  the  Health  Depart- 
ment have  stressed  the  urgent  need  for  sewering  the  village 
of  Laleston. 

The  existing  conditions  continue  to  be  most  insanitary. 

7.  — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  and 
Trade  Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly.  Extension 
of  Public  Cleansing  was  carried  out  to  all  new  houses  erected  in 
the  area  during  the  year.  Collection  of  refuse  from  the 
Parc  and  Glanrhyd  Mental  Hospitals  was  commenced. 

8.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

A new  cesspit  emptying  vehicle  was  purchased  and  put 
in  service. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary,  and  where 
further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made  which  varies 
to  the  size  of  the  cesspool.  It  would  be  advisable,  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view,  if  cesspools  could  be  cleansed 
free  of  charge  when  required. 

9* — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in 
|)arts  of  the  Parishes  of  Pyle  and  Elangynwyd  Dower. 

10* — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

See  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 
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11. — ^Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any 
action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating 
to  ventilation,  and  the  temperarure  of  shops. 


12.  — Camping  Sites.

Informal  action  was  taken 
in  respect  of  the  Gas  undertaking  at  Tondu,  with  satisfactory 
results. 

14.  — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  your  district 
but  the  provision  of  such  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the 
inhaibitants. 

15.  — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

fested was  six.

(2)  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  are

(a)  In  Council  houses,  skirting  boards,  picture  rails 
and  architraves  are  removed;  a^  blow  lamp  is 
used  to  destroy  vermin  and  their  eggs.  The 
rooms  arc  then  sprayed  with  a I .'solution. 
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(b)  In  other  than  Council  houses  the  same 

ment  is  carried  out  where  necessary,  or  disin- 
fectants are  supplied. 

The  above  methods  of  eradication  seem  to  have  been 
quite  satisfactory. 

(3)  The  houses  of  all  applicants  for  Council  houses  are  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

(4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

(5)  Householders  are  advised  to  maintain  a good  standard 
of  cleanliness,  and  all  premises  are  frequently  visited. 

HOUSING. 

The  diflScult  housing  conditions  of  the  large  number  oi 
families  in  your  district  brought  many  problems  during  the  year, 
but  every  effort  was  made  to  give  as  much  comfort  in  relief  as 
possible. 

Every  medical  certificate  submitted  by  an  applicant  to  the 
Housing  Manager  in  support  of  the  application  was  referred  to 
me  for  report.  Where  the  certificate  indicated  a severe  medical 
condition,  visits  were  made  to  the  home  in  order  that  I could  be 
acquainted  with  all  the  difl&culties  connected  with  the  case. 

Detailed  reports  on  such  cases  were  submitted  monthly  to 
the  House  Letting  Committee,  and  where  considered  necessary, 
the  Committee  granted  special  medical  priority. 

During  the  year  under  revieu',  twenty-four  applicants 
were  re-housed,  and  six  transfers  effected  owing  to  special 
medical  need. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunit}'^  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  for  their  co-operation  and  understanding  of 
all  the  medical  cases  submitted,  particularly  so  where  Pulmon- 
ary Tuberculosis  and  severe  Mental  Disturbance  were  a promin- 
ent feature. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Mily  Supply.  During  the  year,  135  samples  of  milk 
were  taken,  91  of  these  being  from  graded  supplies,  and  of 
these  ^ were  unsatisfactory.  vSte])s  were  taken  to  deal  with 
all  unsatisfactory  cases.  Further  samples  were  alway;'. 
taken  following  ujion  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of 
pasteurised  milk  seems  to  be  growing  in  the  district. 
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Of  ihc  44  unj>r;idcd  sami)lcs,  all  prov^-d  sa' isfacl()r^  . 
Nineteen  samjiles  of  milk  were  taken  for  'rnberclc  I’.aoilii. 
None  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Regular  inspection  of  all 
slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried  out. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Gla- 
morgan County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  sampling  under 
tlie  Foods  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  following  samples  were

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  appropirate  tables  the  nurnber  of 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  notified  during-  1950,  with  the 
exception  of  Tuberculosis,  was  l-H. 

There  is  a slight  increase  compared  wdth  the  previous  year, 
which  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased  prevalence  of  Measles 
within  your  area  during  the  year. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  .s4 
during  the  previous  year.  Twelve  of  the  cases  were  re- 
moved to  hospital. 


The  small  number  of  cases  admitted  into  hospital  is  due 
to  the  fact  that,  during  the  past  few  years, 
been  of  a mild  character,  and  complications  few.  ' 

ledge  of  this  disease  has  also  greatly  increased.  It  has  been 
proved  that  a septic  throat  and  Scarlet  Fever  are  the  same 
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ct)ndition,  exccj)!  that  in  one,  a rash  hapi)ens  to  develop. 
'Phe  control  of  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  therefore,  be- 
comes a ])robleni  of  control  of  all  infected  throats. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified  during-  the  year  under  review. 
It  should,  also,  be  brought  to  your  notice  that  this  is  the 
second  successive  year  in  which  no  ])ositive  case  of  Diphtheria 
has  occurred,  and  it  should  be  comforting  to  the  public  to 
know  that  the  last  death  in  your  area  from  this  disease 
occurred  in  1946. 

Members  will,  no  doubt,  recollect  the  dread  caused  by 
this  disease  in  the  days  prior  to  immunisation,  and  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  this  remarkable  achievement  has  been  due 
to  immunisation  against  this  disease.  It  is,  however,  of 
vital  importance  that  all  parents  should  realise  that  it  is  only 
by  having  their  children  immunised  can  this  great  achieve- 
ment be  maintained. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  and  removed  to  hos])ital.  4'here 
were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  period  March  to 
September.  All  six  were  admitted  to  hospital.  Only  in 
one  of  these  cases  was  the  paralysis  severe  resulting  in 
permanent  disablement.  During  this  period  there  was  close 
co-operation  between  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area 
and  the  Health  Department,  and  many  suspected  cases  were 
examined  and  kept  under  observation.  Detailed  investiga- 
tions were  carried  out  in  each  case,  and  reports  thereon  for- 
warded to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

Contacts  are  advised  to  avoid  crowded  places,  excessive 
fatigue  and  to  [lay  particular  regard  to  personal  hygiene. 

Measles. 

Ninety  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  94  for  the 
previous  year.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACTS,  1938  to  1950. 

FOOD  & DRUGS  (MILK  & DAIRIES)  ACT,  1944. 

MILK  & DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949. 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October,  1949,  being  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  which  also  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  October,  1949.  The  Regulations  were  made  jointly 
by  the  Minister  of  Plealth,  the  Minister  of  .■\griculture  and 
Fisheries  and  the  Minister  of  Food. 
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The  Regulations  make  a dislinclion  between  dairy 
farmers,  i.e.  milk  producers,  and  milk  distributors,  i.e. 
persons  trading  from  premises  other  than  a dairy  farm,  and 
between  dairy  farms  and  other  jjremises  at  which  milk  is 
handled.  d'he  registration  of  dairy  farmers  and  dairy  farms 
is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  and  the  registration  of  milk  distributors  and  other 
dairy  premises  is  the  responsibility  of  local  authorities. 

Widespread  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed,  i)articu- 
larly  by  Local  Authorities,  following  upon  the  transfer  of 
powers  from  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  in  regard  to  the  registration  of  dairy  farmers 
and  dairy  farms.  Local  Authorities  arc  greatly  perturbed 
at  the  lack  of  adequate  inspections  of  milk  producing  i)re- 
mises  during  the  past  twelve  months — in  some  areas  reports 
have  been  made  that  no  inspections  of  cowsheds  have  been 
made  since  the  Ministry  took  over  these  duties. 

The  Minister  of  Food  issued  the  following  regulations 
made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and 
Dairies)  Act,  1944  as  amended  by  the  Food  and  Drug.; 
(Transfer  of  Functions)  Order,  1948  and  the  Milk  (Special

tions, 1949. 

(b)  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilized)  Regulations,  1949. 


SLAUGHTICR-HOUSES. 

No  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Slaughtering  does  take  place  at  the  two  slaughter- 
houses, at  the  Mental  Hospitals  in  the  area,  and  your  In- 
spectors regularl)^  insi)ect  all  the  carcases  and  t)rgans  of 
animals  slaughtered  at  these  i)remises,  although  the  Hospital 
Board  claim  their  premLes  to  be  Crown  pro^ierty  as  far  as 
licences  are  concerned. 

KNACKERS’  YARD'S. 

There  is  onlv  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  area  which  is 
situated  at  Hendre,  Pencoed.  These  premises  a.re  ideallv 
situated  some  distance  away  fro,m  occupied  dwellings,  and 
are  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 


As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  present 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  which  was  introduced 
during  the  war,  should  be  continued  as  this  system,  which 
has  always  been  advocated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Association,  has  proved  to  be  a very  efficient  one. 


The  only  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consump- 
tion that  takes  place  in  the  Penybont  Area  is  carried  out  at 
the  slaughterhouses  of  the  two  Mental  Hospitals  and  the  meat 
is  for  consumption  by  the  patients  and  staff  of  these  hospitals 
only.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  the  animals  slaughter- 
ed at  these  premises  are  inspected. 


The  meat  supply  for  the  remainder  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Area  is  obtained  from  three  Central  Depots,  Port  Talbot 
for  Pyle,  Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  Maesteg  for  the 
Cwmfelin  and  Llangynwyd  areas  and  Bridgend  which  su])plics 
the  remainder  of  the  Penybont  District. 


Although  the  meat  supi)ly  for  the  area  is  obtained  from 
these  Depots,  your  ins])ectors  still  have  to  carry  out  a great 
deal  of  meat  inspection  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  approxi- 
mately 50%  of  the  meat  supplied  is  frozen  imported  meat. 
This  arises  of  course,  from  the  shortage  of  home  supplies. 
With  frozen  meat  supplied  by  these  Depots  to  the  Butchers, 
we  have  had  to  condemn  large  quantities  of  it  due  to  “Bone 
Taint.” 


“Bone  Taint”  is  not  usually  discovered  at  the  distribut- 
ing centres  in  imported  meat  to  be  supplied  to  the  area,  as 
frequently,  it  is  not  found  until  carcases  are  thawed'  out  and 
cut  into  joints.  Unfortunately,  “Bone  Taint”  in  meat  is  also 
found  occasionally  in  home  killed  carcases.  I have  already 
stated  that  the  present  system  of  slaughtering  centres  should 
be  continued  as  the  insjiection  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of 
animals  slaughtered  is  efficiently  carried  out  under  present 
conditions. 


Apart  from  “Bone  Taint”  it  is  seldom  that  any  of  the 
meat  supjjlied  in  the  Area  has  to  be  returned  to  the  Depots. 
This  speaks  Avell  for  the  staffs  of  the  adjoining  Uocal 
Authorities  who  are  engaged  in  meat  inspection  in  those 
Areas. 
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TRANSPORT  AND  DIS'l'Rl RU'I'ION  OP  Ml-.AT. 


Although  certain  improvements  have  been  brought  about 
in  regard  to  the  transport  of  meat  as  a result  of  representa- 
tions made  to  the  local  W.Ai.S.A.  by  the  Council  three  years 
ago,  the  ideal  type  of  vehicle  has  not  been  ])rovided  for  this 
purpose  and  I must  repeat,  that  1 cannot  sec  much  further 
improvement  in  this  respect  until  the  Government’s  i)olic\" 
for  the  future  of  the  Country’s  meat  sup])l\f  is  made  known. 

The  following  list  of  articles  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.

Ice-Cream. 

All  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in 
the  district,  now  comply  Avith  the  provisions  of  Ice-Cream 
Regulations,  1947,  and  with  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938. 

Many  of  the  premises  at  which  ice-cream  was  manufac- 
tured before  the  above  Regulations  came  into  force,  have 
given  up  the  manufacture  of  this  commodity  and  now  ai  e 
registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice- 
cream. 

A noticeable  im])rovement  has  been  made  in  type  of 
vehicle  from  which  ice-cream  is  sold  on  the  road.  In  some 
cases,  new  vehicles  of  the  latest  type,  properl}-  covered  to 
prevent  contamination  by  dust  and  provided  with  suitable 
means  for  washing  of  hands,  cleansing  of  servers — a supply 
of  hot  water  and  towels  being  provided  for  the  purpose,  are 
now  in  use  in  the  district. 

Altogether,  twenty  applications  were  made  for  the 
registration  of  premises  under  section  14  of  the  Act  during 
the  year.  Nineteen  of  these  ai)])lications  were  in  resi)ect  of 
the  storage  and  sale  nnlj^  of  ])re-packed  ice-cream.  The 
l)rcmises  conformed  with  the  necessary  reciuirements  in  re- 
si)ect  of  eighteen  of  these  which  were  registered,  the  other 
application  for  registration  was  refused. 
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l^he  remauiing  application  was  In  rcs])ect  of  the  niami- 
facture,  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream  (Heat-treated).  The 
premises  were  registered  as  they  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  13  of  the  Act  and  the  Ice-cream  (Heat- 
treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947. 

Catering  Establishments. 

These  comprise  in  the  main  canteens  attached  to  factor- 
ies, cafes  and  licensed  hotels  and  a few  small  shop-cum- 
restaurant  imemises  \vhcrc  occasional  meals  arc  served. 

Although,  generally,  these  premises  have  been  found  to 
be  well  conducted,  there  is  room  for  improvement  of  certain 
premises  in  regard  to  their  construction,  sanitary  accommo- 
dation, general  cleanliness  around  the  ])rcmises,  j)articularl\,- 
in  regard  to  waste  food  containers,  and  with  a view  to  such 
improvement  being  achieved,  your  inspectors  advise  upon 
conditions  that  should  be  observed. 

Many  improvements  throughout  the  Area  have  been 
carried  out  in  and  around  licensed  hotels.  Such  improve- 
ments include  conversion  of  privy  accommodation  into  water 
closets,  the  provision  of  drains  for  the  dis])osal  of  waste- 
water,  the  provision  of  “wash-ups”  in  bars  with  hot  and  cold 
water  for  the  washing  of  glasses  and  the  general  repair  of 
such  premises. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1938. 

The  Council  made  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Act 
for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  \\  ra])ping  and 
deliver}^  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.

POLICE  COURT  PROCICEDINGS.
